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The following renort is based on on analysis of available ‘documer.ta.°7 
mation on the Chinese Board, or Branch, of the Philippine Cormsunist mare 


Tm effect, it is a study of the re’ ations ship of the Philippine Commis 
Party with Chinese Communists in te Philippines. 


The Cormunist documents from which this information has been abstracted 

were con*iscate’d in the Government raids on Communist centers in Manila 

in October 1950. While some of the references go back to 1943 and earlier, ‘ 
most of ths doenments amearently vere written during 1949 and 1950. Sevraral 

of +he documents were deted as recently as Sentember 1950. Most of the 

doeurents sre cormuniertions between high level Party and HMB leaders, or 
communications to and from Party e ements on the national level. 


1. Tre Chtnese section of the Communist Paruy of the Philipo'nes (CPP) is 
referred to as CB, At one point this abbreviation is identified as 
“Chinese Branch": at snother point CB apparently stands for "Chinese Foard". 
tn amy event, CB refers to the Chinese Communist Party in the Philippines. 


2. Tt is difficult to esteblish the nvecise vosition of the Chinese Communist 
Party in the Phil dopines. That it theoretically is a branch of the GFP 
4s apnarent from a statement in a "Party Work Summary" orenared by 2 
Chinese: 


seeosan Classifving the Chinese secsion with that of the Filirinos as

In the consequence of this failure, the proper relationship oetwean

3. Tt thus aprears that the CB was considered a branch of the CPP, but that the 
GB hed set for itself the goal of serving as the model for the CPP. COsenite 
this umierstanding on the higher vaurty levels that the CB was a branch of 
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the CPP, it is nrobable that closer relationshins were maintained betarsen 
CB and the Communist Party of China (CPC) than between CB and the CPP, 
The following quatation from a document illustrates this: 


In the work of mobilizing comredes and follovers beek to Chine to 
join the officer training class, it (CB) lacked a4 complete, over-all 
plan an‘? ccnerete organizational measures, Tt did not estrblish the 
right concept of back to China, It did not mobilize ovr whole 

Party to discuss this problem fully. When the generr] sentiment: 

of back to Chine was created, the lending orran then felt hard to 
meet the situation, Therefore many comrades went ucck to China: 
without vermission, Some, not materialiging their wish of hack: 

to China, became discontented and talkative, 


It seems probable thet the Chinese irfluence was dominant during the early 
Hukbalahap days, but thet this influence waned with the rrogress of the 
CPP toward solidification of its varty structure end policies, IMB lender, 
Luis M. Tarue, commented on Chinese narticipetion in the tukbelahap move- 
ment as follows: 


In the question of tactics of offence ani defenae, I noticed from the 
stert a nrem ture over-zealous desire for continuous attecke on the 
enemy by our Chinese ecmrades-advisors, As Com. Tandang Bic put it, 

"T eannot understan] this unsystonmatice offensive being ordered, Ti is’ 
a serious waste of ranpower anil ammunition, without thinking of. the 
future struggle after the defeat of the Japs." I bad an inkling later 
that the nowlet-—uo offensive urged upon the Kuk by our Chinese advisors 
was motivated by a national onsortunism, taking into ‘heir consideration 
tre effect on their "home" front of any anti-Japanesc offensive we head 
wage? locally. fxrancion was lightiv taken, even after the Wa Ghi® 
succceded in nenetrating deep into Southern Lugon. Heeded by the 
Political Commigsser himself (Com. Tony) they reached only until Abe 

of Angat, 2 distance of one day and one night walk from the Candsba Swen. 


The acecunt book of the National Finance Cormittes recor’s a 30 April i956 
receipt of 7220.00 from "CB ~ Tony". The log bocks of the Netioval dom 
municaticus Denartment show thet in July 1950, CB was receiving threa covies 
of the narty vublicaticn, Titis, and the distribution list of the Education 
Devavtment (ED) (IN) inc’udes *CB c/o Tony". It is possible that this is 
the same Tony who was leading the Wa Chi Guerrillas in 19/27-1923, 


The disasterous adventurist volicr, advocated ty the Shinese during the carly 
months of the Japanese cecunation, of ac ively engaging the Javanese in combet 
anverently caused the CPP to become disenchanted with its Chinese advisore, 
and it apnears that the Chinese bave never regained their lost prestige. The 
Secretariat, in a decision of 13 March 1950, reported as follows:

Reard report on CR, Many CBs want to go back home, ‘Sir drive is to 
make them stay here either to work legally or go out in the field with 
the IMB, OB will dron tror their membershiy those who go bask home 
without their consent, Lover orgens of CB in the rrov'nees already 
instructs? to coordinate with our own lower organs, fhoge in Bicol 
and Visayas will send their contributions to ithe GB which we will serd 
to our own organicationa in those regions, Gonsider‘’ng developments 
in the situntton, decided to instruct corr lower orreans to dea the 
masves of the CB to symmathise with the movement, to solicit comer Loetior 
from them, ete,, out seforr actually aprroaehing them in she nemo * 


movenent, revort them Pirst to the SEG whieh will get « list of M8 vc 
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as well as members of their mass organizations, Purpose of this 2a uo 
prevent our own members fror appreaching members of CB. There are 
around 170,000 CBs here, and CB membership is only 200, Evasion of 
struggle and extreme undergrounm!] is prevalent. 


Aorerentiy CB did not provide stetistics regarding membership, because on 
2° July 1950, the Secretariet decided as follows: 


Require CB to furnish SEC with its complete organizational statistics 
not later than end of September, to enable SES to formulate more conerete 
plans for guidance of CB, 


The flievre of 200 members, quoted above, seems so small that there might be 

reason for questioning its authenticity. However, the figure is given sons 

eredence by statements annearing in es doeument entitled "Brief Report of Ou 
Work Within One Year {194%-1949)", which uncuestionably wes prepared by the 

Chinese Branch: 


Organization Work: During this reriod of one and one half years, we have 
accomplished the following: United our vresent comredes maintained 
revolutional base, consolidated cur organization, nleked up six diss 
eormected? cormrries arid eleven red temnorarilvy disconnected vouraedes. 

With the utilizdion of vocational organization, cultural el musical 
activities, studying and re -d'ng wit we have united a great mumbur 

of democratic neople hers. Absorbed three new comrades, 


Tf, during a veriod of one and onc helf years, the reervitineg of three new 
members is considered an “accamplishment*, then a total membership of 200 
is an entirely credible figure. 


There were certain matters which the Secretariat (SEC) did uct discuss “reely 

in its transmissions to other Political Bureau (PB) members (e.g. Intelligence 
an? Reononic Struggle}, It ja possible that coordination with CB was enother 
subject which SEC was reluctant to diseuss. Tarue, at least, demonstriuted 

a considerable ignorance regarding CB. On 10 December 1949, he sent the tollow- 
ing query to the SECs 


How is our comnection with the CB now? Any news fron the ovtuidey Gan 
the C83 give wuroper contact for a comrade studert to the Party there 
who will pose es a tourist or student on the way? 
On 22 July 1950, Tarwe made the following sugrestion regarding Com. Magasig 
Gwho had been perelyzed}: 
T would add in the case of Com, Mepusig that aside from te Orgen’ sation 
Bureau (0B) and SEC exhausting ell availeble exvert services ‘local 
all means mast be exhausted to try his chances of being sent to Chisa 
or the Soviet Union for (a) treatment (b) giving him assignment to leer 
all services ovr Party needs when we hold power, 


From two dceuments authored oy Tarue during July and August 1950 are selected 
the following comments which demonstrate his interest in making use of 
facilities he thought availedie throveh esordinetion with the Chinese: 


Let ue select some 12 cadres of HMB to be "puslit®* to Chine before 


Deeember (1950)-—to train there or in Korea ar! Viet Nam-- end retiwen 
after Gor 10 montésa., Veocateht find a ver alone coastal lire of Fea 
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The TMB and the CB mst make a very close coordinetion in crgventziny the 
masses in nll stratepie regions,....Special Committees to procure avns 
and ammunition through varios means must be organized. Every RC vit 
ideai cozsta? lines must create special units to be reecy at eny tine 
for any essignmment "outside" Comrades assignedin these imits must 
first befriend closely the sea-faring people of the sre and join 
"yractice trips" to the seg at every opportunity. Work es deck» hands 
in any sea-soing fishing bost if possible - strictly avoiding expozure. 
We must recruit or ask CB for Chinese com:ades who cau serve as ruice- 
interpreters, We must do this before the end of December 1656, 


Om the occasion of the cight anniversary of the HMB (29 Mare 1950), CB 
addressed a lctter to the "Commancers, Rank ant “lle of Peorle'ts Liberation 
Army", reading, in part, as follows: 


On this grent occasion of Philippine Peonle's Liberation Army cighth 
anniversary, we wish to extend our sincere and errnest. sssurance of 
closer cooperation with the People's Liberation Army, to Pirhs far 

the liberation o° vorld'ts proletarian and realization of internaticral 
peace and cerocracy, 


The letter was signed: 


Philippines Commmist Party Chinese Hoard 
Philippines Chinese Labor Association 

Philippine Chirese Employee Cooperctiva Aszocistion 
Chinese Democratic Youth League Philippine Braach 


The Chairman of the Orgenizational Burau added the followin footnote “ha 
the letter: 


Don't publish the n-mes of organizations above; in exy publication we 
should sien The Chinese Community in the Philippines, 


On 24 September 1950, the GPP addressed « letter to the Comrades of the OFC 
which reads, in part, es follows: 


The Communist Party of the Philfvpines, through its Central Comitice, 
is sending its mm greetings, as well as those of the revolitionar 
national liberatior meverent it is leading, to She heroic people at 
your country who, under your cuidance, have alrendy established the 
New People's Democratic Renublic, whose first anniversary you arte 
celebrating. 


We close with the suggestion that a regional conference of Copmmint 
Parties of Asia-Pacific countries be called by your Party, similar to 
the Buropaen Cominform, so that a regional coordinated strategr can be 
formulated and inplemented, 


The letter signed in the neme of the Central Committse, Conmmmist Party of 
the Prilipnines, may lave been written by Joge Lava. 


In a report of its accorolisivents during 1948 an? 1949, the Ch makes a tow 
statements which sre vevealirg on the status of the Pariw during that pertod. 
Although the renort, es 4 whole, lacks eoherence, the selected norttors Toru 
a fair pueture: 
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5 From the xbowe it ts evident thet the Chinese Party went deeply undermraund 
in Oetober 1948, There is no further information regarding the “Unson ¢ 
but it is evident that *t had far-reaching effects on the C8, The srevi ove: 
quoted staterernt of the SEG to the effect that "extreme undergrounri ani aveic.en" 
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The Fourth Convention vas not able to guide the whole party toverd 
thought reformaticn and stabllisetion ef our organization, put unvst+ 
tunetely became the stage of mutuel charves and di:nute, Many practical 
nroblera vere not reusonably settled. Although the directive orgut 

was finally alected, after the closing of the eonvention, morak uas low, 
Yany comrades, under different cretexts left our party, At thet cine, 
the small.-bourgecisie was deminating our varty. It destroyed the colen- 
nity of our orranization; if destroyed our democretic-centralized systen 
and our iron diseipline; it vromoted the growth of individvalisam and 
seetionisms 14 created an extremel democratic anarchic state within 
our varty., 


In Cstober, 1943, there haprsened the "Unson Gase"® whicn ohosked hhe 
whois Chinese community, Some of our unfirm and disaprointed courades 
voluntarily asked ovr varty to stop his connection. Seme stonned their 
connsetion and tock their oun way, At thattine, the directive orven 
did not act quickly to eliminate the undesirable element, as well ss to 
held firmis to vood comrates to maintain the wark. We overestimated 
the foree of our enemy and concentrated our attention on removing the 
targets from the enemy. The directive organ planned to formulate an 
entirely secret verty and decided to retreat the "boo red" Pundenertal 
officers emong our comrades and followers. Tt abolished some of er too 
preetousive mass-organization, 
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About Mareh or April of 1949, bereuse of “ast democratic devetonmer 
in China, the Chinese covld see the picture clearer an] clearer and had 
more courege to side with us, Many progressive followers then took an 
active part in vur work.....It (CB) decided to oick up ow discomiccted 
red officer, Th dacided te alliances with the messes and to davelor our 
werk amony the mas-es in a more systematic vay. Our rrovinelial avganiza~ 
tions, excont in -ne place, are not well stabilized, 4 certain tranch 
organ‘ zation changed three times within one vear, causing a great troun.e 
+e our different activities. There are several cormradan not attevilng 
regular meetings. Meny of our units do not have a regular onl stabilised 
meeting system. The system of fee collection is not stabilized yet. 

The comment eri self-reflection (eriticism and self~apnreisal jsysten 

is not weil established, West of the members of our party crmne fecom the

smali-bourgeoisia class, thus showing the bad charactesistic of commotion, 


non-Sirmness, non-union, causing owr varty to fall under a seriously 


unhealthy condition, Following the attack ‘n Oetober 1948, and the effect 


of retro-ating "ved officers", our party was facing the langer of oollensa, 
Fortunately, with the fast encouraging develomment of a new demom atic 
revolution in China, with ths prover guidance onl direction undex the 
Central Folitieal Pureau end Chinese Directive Board, with toil br alt 

of us, we have saved our party from ea state of confusion.
